TxHat the value of an object may 
generally be eftimated by the advantages 
refulting from it, will, it is prefumed, be 
readily admitted: The great importance 
of a general diffufion of learning in a com- 
munity is obvious; but the methods pur- 
fued to promote this dijlemination are va- 
rious, particularly as they relate to the 
encouragement held out to the young pu- 
pil, many of which have proved deficient, 

The importance of a good educatte m, 
is not fo obvious to children in genera! 
as to make thein very 2 (liduous in the at- 
tainment; there (hould be a ttimulas, both 
to the inftructor and the fcholar, be! ide 
the pecuniary re ward to the one, 
profp ect of future beneht 
learning to the other. 

It has been found by expe that 
the ambition, both of the {cholar and maf- 
ter, are equally excite | by examinations at 
ftated periods, by fuitadle perfons; this 
has feldom failed to ttimulate the {cholars 
to ({tudy with diligence, and to exert them- 
felves to excel each other in learning, 
while the in{ftructor, who knows that his 
fchool will be critically examined, vecome 
folicitous that his pupils thould appear to 
advantage in the eyes of the vifitor Sy and 
has the additional incitement—the pleafure 
which arifes from being feconded by their 
diligence and application. 

Were thefe eximinations to become 
more general, emulation would not reit 
wholly with the initru&tor and {chotar , 
parents who have no particular re: gard tos 
learning, themfelves, (having got along 
very well in the world withour it) would 
likewife, be ambitious to a ive their chil- 
dren make as good an appeirs 
of their neighbours, pes es se 
exact a more pun&tual attendance.
